ter much discussion earlier this 
year but now a motion for more 



direct support on Oct. Nth was on 
the floor. The motion was passed 
by more than a 2/3rds majority on 
a recorded vote. The Laurentian 
delegation voted in favour of the 
motion even though the SGA coun- 
cil has opposed student support of 
the Oct. Mth DftV of Protest at 

Laurentian itself. Support of the 
motion nt I ho OFS conference was 
given by the Laurentian delegation 
txjeause the OFS executive had al- 
ready shown opposition to the Antl- 
In flatlon program and thus a do- 
feat of this particular notion may 
have lx?en misconstrued as indic- 
ating that OFS/FKO was in support 
of the Liberal government's con- 
trol program.

Montreal (CUP) -- After strug- 
gling for two and one half years to 
survive, Le Jour died this month- 
the em! of a bold and costly ex- 
periment to ereat an "Independan- 
tlste" daily newspaper tn Quebec. 
No doubt the hockey fans tn Tor- 
onto will tak* comfort In this 
fact, and the provincial Liberal 
Party will attempt to convince us 
that the death of Le Jour Is In 
some ways Indicative of the Par- 
ti Cuvbecois' weakness. It will 
t>e Interesting to see how much 
political mileage various croups 
will try to derive from what Is, 
after all, a rather uneventful oe- 
curance; ft will he interesting to 
s*e Just how far people will go in 
equating the folding of a newspa- 
per with the health of a political 
movement.

Parti Qm-bocois held only partial 
control of the shares, the rest 
being held by the public at large. 

Le Jour was heralded as a co- 
operative effort by free thinking 
"independantlstes", and was to l>e 
a nnxtel of democratic Journalism, 
Levcsque, Parlzeau and Mich and 
assured the public that the Journ- 
alists at Le Jour would be free 
ought to be criticized, Including 
the Parti Quebecois. To make 
sure that such journalistic free- 
dom was maintained a structure 
was created wjthin the paper cal- 
ling for full employee participa- 
tion in the editorial decision-ma- 
king process. 

Initially it seemed to work. 
During the first half of 197-1, des- 
pite the ktnks that plague any new 



endeavour Lo Jour maintained an 
average daily circulation of alwut 
40,000 drawing most of iis read- 
ers away from Le Devoir.

in the Pub was closed by Jim Lap- 
pas (Pub manager) and patrons 
were told to s:o upstairs to the 
dance. Employees were told to 
walk through llie water to clear 

and clean the tables. A security 
guanl stayed until lato morning 
cleaning the mess up. 

The water was at least two In- 
ches In some area. The water 
continued to gusli for a half hour 
and three-quarters of the pub 
floor was under water. When 
asked atout the incident a patron 
immediately below the stricken 
area stated, " I was thoroughly 
pissed off and you can quote me". 

The pub was not at fault as the 
breakage definitely occured on an- 
other floor.

Dolling 
out one hundred dollars to a club Is not going to g-t it 
anywhere. The members are left with little els'* to do 
hut have a social.

An analysis of Senate's academic regs 



Yon may have noticed that I ,U's academic 
Deans have proposed new academic regula- 
dartis" at Laurcntian. These 'reforms' 
deserve our attention, for what they do 
not say as much as for what they do say. 
For example, there is an Inter est Ing om- 
ission In these proposals. These propos- 
als have been associated with the current 
debate alwut standards in student perfor- 
mance at all levels of school. What is 
interesting In that debate Is that little Is 
being said alwnt standards of faculty per- 
formance. This debate assumes that stu- 
dent performance Is worsening, (b) that 
this Is the fault of tho students, or (c) of 
teachers In the previous level of schooling. 
That Is, professors blame the poor per- 
formance of their students on high school 
teachers, who In turn blame grade school 
teachers, who again in turn blame the fam- 
ily. I call this THE LAW OF DISPLACED 
BLAME. A corollary common to those who 
practice displaced blame is that they never 
think of criticizing themselves, or their own 
level of education for student performance. 
My point so far has been general: to note 
a significant tie feet in the present debate 
atwut academic standards which forms the 
context of tho new regulations. For some 
strange reason 'upgrading academic stan- 
dards' Is taken to moan only changes in how 
teachers grade students, thus professors 
can evade tho problem of attending to their 
own performance as teachers, and espec- 
ially of dealing with Incompetent teachers. 
Most universities blissfully ignore this 
whole area, yet constantly worry about the 
low academic standards of their students. 
It mokes one wonder whether academic 
standards are not double standards... 

However, we should be gracious enouph to 
examine the Great New Reforms In Aca- 
demic Regulations proposed by our Deans, 
Allow me to offer a selective summary; 

• The school year is to be lengthened 
by one week, (apparently this will make re- 
gistration more efficient. We should not 
conclude that the Deans are suggesting hero 
that the longer students are In classes the 
more they will loam ♦..)

pers), The Times has never been 
a money-maker. Thomson set up a 
trust fund to ensure that the paper 
will continue. No doubt the lack 
high journalistic standards will be 
maintained.
